usual. 
A year ago Mr. Schippang, of B eth­ 
lehem , I‘a., who is one of th e best 
sportsm en in th u t vicinity, w hile out 
hunting, w inged a quail. 
H aving shot 
the bird in season he w as en titled to 
It; but his h e a rt w ent out 
to th e 
quail w ith a broken wing, and instead 
of killing It, he took it home and set 
the fractu re, says th e B ethlehem D is­ 
patch. 
In a few days it w as hopping around 
as lively as could be, free to go w here 
It w anted to. 
I t had lost its "call of 
he w ild," how ever, and 
refused 
to 
leave the abode of Its benefactor. 
Even though it w as not held captive, 
Mr. 
Schippang felt uncertain as to 
the advisability of allow ing it to sta y 
around his yard. 
So one day he took 
F ritz, as the quail w as nam ed, up th e 
hillside to a large w heat field. 
In 
am ong th e shocks of grain F ritz w as 
placed and 
Mr. 
Schippang 
s ta rte d 
home. 
lie had returned perhaps h a lf w ay 
when be chanced to look around arid 
there, follow ing like a 
train ed dog, 
w as th e quail. 
Its broken wing had 
never healed properly and Its g ift of 
flying w as lost to it forever. 
A fter th is incident 
Mr. Schippang 
felt th a t he w as Justified in letting th e

is a signal th a t It Is to get a fly to e a t 
T he quail and th e fam ily cat have 
become 
inseparable 
friends. 
'Phis 
friendship has existed from th e day 
F ritz cam e to th e Schippang hom e. 
No one thing pleases the cat m ore th a n 
to have the quail cuddle up under its 
paw s in the bright sunshine, and both 
take a snooze together.

claim ed th a t Mr. D erby w as Interested 
In sending to sea alm ost all the 158 
privateers w hich 
hailed 
from Salem 
during the revolution. 
A fter the first 
two years of w a r he discerned the im ­ 
portance of speed and th a t m any of 
the sm all p riv a te e rs of his tow n had 
been lost or cap tu red 
because 
they 
varp lmttf for th e ir bus iness. 
He es­ 
tablished his own 
shipyards, studied 
naval arch itectu re and began to build 
a class of vessels vastly superior In 
size, model an d speed to any previously 
launched In the colonies.

It was w ith these ships, created by 
the needs of w ar, th a t the com m erce of 
Salem began to reach out for po rts on 
the other side of th e world. 
They w ere 
the vanguard of th e great fleet w hich 
through the tw o generations to follow 
were to c a rry the 
sta rs and stripes 
around the Seven seas. 
R eady to m an 
them was th e bold com pany of p riv a ­ 
teersm en, schooled in a lile of ra re 
adventure, braced to face all risks in 
the ]>cftceful w a r for trad e w here none 
of th eir oom ttryw on -h a d ever d a re d to 
seek trade before.

The woman can board a train and in a 
few minutes be outside of Minnesota, where marriage for 
her is perfectly legal. 
Illinois has a divorce law which forbids persons di­ 
vorced from contracting another alliance w ithin one year, 
• r from returning to the State within that time to live in 
matrimony with a person macxled-ontskh? of the State. 
But the ffcw has no practical effect. 
This state of affairs will continue so long as there is 
no uniform divorce law in all the States. 
So far as di­ 
vorce laws are concerned, the States are so many various 
nations, each having Jurisdiction within its own territory, 
but nowhere else. 
The States should appoint commissions to hold a meet­ 
ing, agree upon a uniform divorce law and recommend it 
to legislatures. 
When every State has the same divorce 
law as every other our divorce scandals will cease. Steps 
to that end should be taken without loss of time, for, as 
Cardinal Ix>gue and other observers have truly said, di­ 
vorce is the one great menace to the nation's sufety.— 
Chicago Journal.

Nothing grows so quickly by what it feeds on as this 
demand for excitement, and it is well understood by the 
caterers to the public taste that the “shocker” of to-day 
is the platitude of to-morrow.

loop was looped in a motor car, then in a motor car with 
a piece of tlie track removed, and so on.

CONDUCT OF A JUDGE. 
EDGE JESSE IIOLDOM, Chief Justice of

They feel that if Holdom hadn't 
meant to reflect on somebody near at home, he would 
not have spoken as he did, although no one will deny 
that he has laid down a rule of conduct at which no up­ 
right, patriotic judge can cavil. But all the same he has 
stirred up a veritable tempest of protests, which makes 
one all the more suspect the timeliness of his utterances.

A walk through the streets of Cadiz 
keeps one craning one’s neck, says the 
Sau Francisco Chronicle. 
The houses 
are not very high- four or five stories 
— blit the streets are extremely narrow 
and it is necessary to look straight up 
in order to see the house fronts. 
The 
lower story is generally painted a dark 
color—brown, red or dull gray—-while 
the upper stories are tinted white or 
pale shades of pink, yellow, blue 
or 
green. 
A very striking style of con­ 
struction, one that is decidedly pleasing 
to the eye, Is the good use made 
of 
glazed tiles. 
One house in particular 
caught our fancy. The lower story was 
painted a deep, dull red. 
The upper 
stories 
were 
faced with pale yellow 
tiles, the woodwork around all windows 
being white. 
Balconies and bay win­ 
dows Jut from every floor 
of 
every 
house. 
The streets look like narrow 
canyons running through perpendicular 
walls of balconies and bay windows 
In many cases bay windows are built 
out into the balconies, while in others 
bay windows that reach 
the 
entire 
height of a story are ctUBrly barred aft 
the way up. 
Along many streets these 
balconies afford a very pretty sight, for 
plant-loving residents have turned them 
into diminutive gardens and frequent 
glimpses of red geraniums, purple bou- 
galnvllllers, roses of every color and 
green vines supply a most 
pleasing 
touch of color. 
Along the principal shopping street 
Dubuque re Tetuan, are some handsome 
buildings, most of which are residences 
of Spanish aristocrats. 
In most cases 
the ground floor has been transformed 
into shops, but in one instance the en 
tire house has been turned into a Span­ 
ish hotel. 
We went into this 
hotel, 
formerly the residence of a marquis, 
but which has been greatly altered and 
spoiled by its transformation. 
A curi­ 
ous fact was that every bedroom wo 
saw opened Into a “patio” or 
court­ 
yard, the only air and light for 
the 
rooms coining from the court. 
The better class of 
residences 
in 
Cadiz are distinguishable by the nar 
row square towers that rise to a consid­ 
erable height above the fiat roofs. These 
towers are crowned 
by 
tiny 
glass 
houses, where members of the family 
can enjoy a sun bath and at the same 
time an unobstructed view of the city. 
On a sunny day this view Is a bright 
one, for Cadiz Is a very pretty sight, 
and fully lives up to Its name of “'The 
Pearl of Andalusia."

which the head is in Odessa.

tors, the Germans use many commercial 
travelers. 
They also employ commis­ 
sioners—local men, who are constantly 
traveling about for some purpos« *, per­ 
haps buying grain, and are therefore 
on

fanners. 
Among these they successful­ 
ly press the sale of German machinery. 
Thus organization and persistency have 
created a large 
market for German 
agricultural machinery; but, in addi­ 
tion, the consular reports says, the Ger 
mans profit by “the introduction and 
advertisement of novelties.

sian likes novelties, however trifling, 
Rnd even the alteration of the name, for 
instance, under which a machine or im­ 
plement Is known, or some insignificant 
change in construction, which the Ger 
man takes good care to point out, maj 
facilitate a purchase wkich might no:

or style of machine or implement had 
been offered.”

It has done incalculable harm 
by im planting false views in the child 
mind, y et its charm s are so groat it 
will never be barred from the nursery . 
Stepm others 
are 
a 
much-maligned 
race, 
it is too much to expect every 
stepm other to he an angel. T hat would 


I k - as ridiculous as to expect every mo 
ther to be ideal, every daughter sweet 
and unselfish and devoted to her par­ 
ents. 
No m atter how harsh and cruel and 
short-sighted a m other 
may be, she 
never incurs the public condemnation 
m eted out so generously to the woman 
who attem pts to m other another wom­ 
an's children. 
Surely the most difficult vocation in 
life Is to be a wise, careful, strong 
stepm other! 
Nothing but a great love 
could lead a woman to put herself in 
such an anomalous position. 
She must 
be wise to comprehend instincts and 
emotions the child itself does not un­ 
derstand; careful not to infringe its 
rights in the slightest degree; strong

R oast the rice I 
until well brown, but not

Add to this four or five finely chopped 
tomatoes, a litle salt and two table­ 
spoonfuls of Mexican or chile pepper 
pulp. 
Pour in a cupful of boiling wa­ 
ter and let simmer until the rice is 
soft.

TRAVELING W ITHOUT TIPS. 


Clille Pepper a nd (.a rllo Knlo r La rg e­ 
ly Into Old Spa ntwh Recipe*. 
In the 
preparation 
of 
nearly all 
Mexican or Spanish dishes the chief 
ingredient is 
the indispensable chile 
pepper, say s the Denver Times. 
This 
pepper can be obtained at nearly all 
large grocery stores. 
However, there 
is a chile powder preparation which is 
alm ost as good as the pepper, much 
less difficult to use and not so 
cxi kui- 
sivo. 
The peppers are 
dried when 
bought. 
Before they can be used they 
m ust be boiled in w ater for ten m in­ 
utes. 
The sk in and seeds then may 
be easily removed, for only the inside 
pulp is used. 
Mexicans flavor their 
sauces and meats with a garlic, but 
an onion may 
be 
substituted 
when 
there is an objection 
to 
the 
garlic 
flavor. 
Here ure 
some 
of the most 
noted Mexican dishes, w ith genuine 
recipes for their preparation: 
Prepare any fish suitable for bak ing 
in the usual manner and stuff it with 
potato 
dressing, seasoned 
with 
a 
small amount of garlic. 
W hen the fish 
is nearly cook ed, pour over it a sauce 
made of two cups of chopped ripe to­ 
matoes, a tablespoonful of butter, salt 
to taste, and the pulp of two chile 
peppers. 
Melt a tablespoonful of butter in a 
chafing dish. 
When well heated add a 
tablespoonful of Mexican pepper pulp, 
a half tablespoonful of m ustard and 
a little salt. To this add a half pound 
of cheese cut In small pieces. 
When 
the 
cheese is melted 
stir in slowly 
three or four tablespoonfuls of milk , 
and then add one beaten egg. 
The 
m ixture should be stirred constantly 
while 
cook ing. 
When 
sufficiently 
thick ened, serve on small squares of 
toasted bread. 
Heat a little olive oil in a fry ing 
pan or chafing dish. 
( ’hop fine the 
meat of two or throe tomatoes and a 
given pepper and season with a half 
spoonful of salt and the pulp of one 
chile i>epper. 
Place this in the fry ing 
pan or chafing dish and add two boat- 
•u eggs; fry until the eggs are solid 
and serve while hot. 
Two pounds of raw beef chopped 
tine, one small onion or clove or garlic 
chopped fine, two tom atoes 
strained, 
tablespoonful of chile powder or chile 
peppet pulp. 
Fry the meat, tomatoes 
ami chopped onion or garlic with two 
tablespoonfuls of suet 
until 
cook ed 
through. 
Then place in a stew k et­ 
tle w ith about a quart of w ater and 
boil one-half hour. 
To this may be 
added a pint of Mexican beans which 
have been soak ed over night and boil­ 
ed very tender. 
Salt to taste. 
Mexi­ 
cans do not cook th« chile con cam e 
and beans together, hut 


G erm a n Ho tel K eeper Put* Hi* The 
o ry Into P ra ctice. 
H err Grauer, a wealthy German ho­ 
tel proprietor, has carried out an ex­ 
perim ent with amusing results on the 
tipping custom, say s the London Mail. 
He had a theory that all hotel em 
ploy es should be paid a living wage, 
and tha t tipping should be abolished in 
hotels. 
So he started, accompanied by his 
wife and daughter (the Lausanne corre­ 
spondent w rites) on a three week s’ tour 
of the chief German and Swiss hotels, 
determ ined not to spend a sou on tips, 
In order to test his opinions. 
One week ’s experience of the conse­ 
quences was enough for ids wife and 
daughter, who returned home disap­ 
pointed and indignant w ith H err Grau­ 
er for the discomfort and insults to 
which he had led them. 
M y sterious hierogly phics and 
secret 
signs—k nown only to hotel employ es—- 
announced the arrival of the Grauer» — 
“the non-tippers”—at the various rea­ 
sons they visited. The result was al­ 
way s the same—nobody seemed to want 
them. 
At the stations they were told that 
the particular hotel where they wished 
to stay was full; the hotel omnibus 
was merely “waiting for a few old cli­ 
ents to depart.” 
When they insisted on 
entering the omnibus there was nobody 
to carry their luggage, and railway 
porters had to be employ ed and paid. 
A rriving at the hotel, their heavy bag 
gage was unceremoniously throw n on 
the ground and the boxes were dam­ 
aged. 
The maid took half an hour to an 
swer the bell, and the 
“hot w ater,’ 
when it (lid arrive, was cold. 
At table 
d ’hote the Grauers were alw ay s served 
with the last portion. 
The concierge 
“did not k now” of any 
interesting 
trips in the neighborhood, and was gen­ 
erally “busy ” when they descended to 
the hall. 
Complaints to the m anager 
were futile. 
H err Grauer, who persevered with 
his three week s’ tour to its unpleasant 
end, sum s up his experiences as in­ 
cluding the following: 
Lost three trains; luggage unable to 
be found. 
H ad four pairs of boots, two being 
uew, ruine d ; “cause unk now n.” 
Two suits of clothes, one dress, three 
blouses my steriously 
contracted 
ink 
stains. 
H err G rauer now believes that tip­ 
ping is a necessary evil, w ith a still 
long life.

A lak e of quick silver, 
covering 
an 
area of more than three acres and 
having a depth ranging from ten to 
fifty feet, has been discovered jin the 
m ountains of the State of Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, say s the New York World. 
The value of the product is estim ated 
a t m any millions of dollars. 
The news 
of 
this 
discovery 
was 
brought to the City of Mexico by C. A. 
Bungi, a reputable mining man, who 
declared he was suffering from mer­ 
curial poisoning from having passed 
much time investigating the extent of 
the lak e and coining in contact with 
the quick silver, 
lie went to Santa 
Rosalia springs in the sta te of Chi­ 
huahua, where he took a course of 
treatm ent for his ailment. 
He return­ 
ed to Mexico City several duy s ago 
fully restored in health. 
Mr. Bungl interested F. Lagerwall, 
a w ealthy iron m anufacturer of Swe­ 
den, who is now in Mexico on business, 
and J. B. Feelin, of New York , who 
accompanied Bungi to the 
state 
of 
Vera Cruz and proved the truth of his 
discovery . 
T his lak e of 
quick silver has been 
k nown to the Indians of thnt locality 
for many generations. 
It is situated 
far up in the m ountains in ail almost 
inaccessible position. 
Its surface 
is 
partly covered by stones. 
It is be­ 
lieved that volcanic action in the moun­ 
tains above smelted 
the 
quick silver 
out of the cinnabar ore and tha t it ran 
down and filled this depression.

not exist in G reat B ritain. 
He devel­ 
oped the ability to talk upon his feet, 
lie stood for parliam ent, although he 
hadn’t a shilling besides his earnings 
as an expert work man. 
Members of the B ritish parliam ent 
are not paid any thing for their serv­ 
ices. 
Friends came to B urns’ assist­ 
ance and he took his seat w ith nearly 
forty other representatives of labor. 
To-day he is a member of the govern­ 
ment and as privy councilor may , if he 
chooses, draw $25,000 a y ear for the 
rest of his life, whether ill or out of 
office. 
Of course it is not considered regu­ 
lar to tak e the salary when one is out 
of office; but some cases of the k ind 
are well remembered. 
T hat Ben But- 
ier of 
the 
British parliam ent, Ben­ 
jam in Disraeli, alway s drew the money . 
He needed it, as he asserted. 
B ut w hat I started to say is that 
a work m an has as great a chance In 
England us here if he m ak es some­

there than here, if reference be had

They 
come through the dust from carpeta 
being throw n into the air and lodging 
on the wall surface, which mak es a 
perfect home or lodging for all k inds 
of disease germs.

One of the most potent causes of in­ 
sanitary walls is the use of glue upon 
them, either as a size, as a foundation 
for papering, ca lei mining or other dec­ 
orating, or as a part of the so-called 
hot-w ater calcimines which are applied 
to the walls. 
The glue not only furn­ 
ishes a perfect 
food 
for 
germ 
life, 
but it shrink s, after cooling, it crack les 
and allows lodgings under its surface 
for nests of microscopic hugs, say s Suc­ 
cess. 
Insanitary walls also come from the 
disintegration of the plaster, from the 
loosening of the wallpaper, from the 
union of undesirable chemical particles 
in the air with equally undesirable 
particle» in Hu» co lo ring o t Uni- paper. 
Eternal vigilance is the price we pay 
lest we have insanitary wulls, and the 
effects of these walls are many . 
They 
produce disease and discomfort, and 
they certainly produce discord In color 
effects, rf not discord in home condi­ 
tions. 
The im portant question is how to 
overcome them— how to m ak e an in­ 
sanitary wail sanitary . 
T hat is the 
work tha t appeals to 
the 
practical 
housek eeper. 
\Ye are all willing to 
concede that many of the present wall 
conditions are not desirable. 
We are 
willing to adm it that the walls are 
soiled, perhaps d irty ; we may not be 
willing to adm it that they are insani­ 
tary and disease producing. 
If y our wall is papered tak e the 
paper off. if it is calcimined wash the 
calcimine off. 
The best method of 
tak ing off wall paper is to moisten 
the pupor thoroughly with clean warm 
water, applied with a flat wall brush 
or with ft largo sponge. 
Wall paper is 
very porous. 
The w ater will be read­ 
ily absorbed, and will soften the paste 
so that the paper may he peeled from 
the wall. 
Then wash the wall sur­ 
face thoroughly with warm w ater, so 
that all the paste will be removed. 
If the wall has been tinted with 
common ealctrnfne wash it off with 
warm w ater and a sponge. 
W hatever 
y ou are planning to do, alw ay s tak e 
off the old wall paper or calcimine be­ 
fore y ou put on the new coating.

is the

way , and while ordinarily “an ounce 
of prevention is worth

A Towering National i»»ne. 
Governors of forty states and may­ 
ors of 105 cities were represented at 
the National Good Roads Congress In 
Chicago. The date was fixed to attract 
national attention to the good roads 
issue, which was wise. 
European governments build 
high­ 
ways as patiently and as liberally as 
they build armies and navies. 
Even 
the smaller European states maintain 
public roads at the highest possible 
efficiency. 
Most Old 
World govern­ 
ments give public roads military super­ 
vision and have 
special schools 
for 
training road engineers and builders. 
The United States government has 
made but feeble beginnings 
-hr—this 
direction. 
The state governments are 
waking up slowly. 
New York has late­ 
ly authorized a $50,000,000 bond issue 
for road 
building. 
A 
dozen other 
states have recently voted aid to good 
roads in one form or another. 
In most 
cases local 
county governments pay 
half tho cost of new work and the state 
the other half. 
Recent federal reports show a total 
of slightly over 2,00< MKX) miles of high­ 
ways in the United States. 
Of 
that 
total only 150,000 miles have been im­ 
proved. 
Massachusetts and other New 
England states have the greatest niilo- 
ago of improved roads. 
The 
worst 
roads are in the South. 
Indiana ranks 
best of the Northern states, with near­ 
ly 25,000 miles of 
improved 
roads. 
Wisconsin, Iowa and Illinois follow In 
about the order named. 
The state governors recently met at 
Washington as “conservators” of the 
country’s wealth in natural resourees. 
They outlined policies for protecting 
forests and mines from waste and for 
developing waterways. 
They broached 
great projects for reclaiming arid lands 
and preventing soil erosion. 
But the good roads advocates told the 
nation's political leaders that the great 
permanent basis of agriculture is good 
roads. 
As agriculture 
is 
our chief 
source of national wealth, it follows 
that the building of hard roads is the 
key to real “conservation" of national 
resources. 
Sociologists 
also told the political 
leaders that good roads will solve the 
chief problem of the cities. 
They will 
make farm life so much more enjoy­ 
able and profitable that the drift of 
young men and women from the farms 
to the cities will be stopped. 
In time 
the drift will be the other way. 
The value of farm lands will be so 
increased by good roads that millions 
of dollars will be added to the na­ 
tion's real estate wealth. 
The farmer 
will reap higher net profits from his 
labor and skill, because the cost of 
marketing produce will 
go down as 
roads ger better. 
Agricultural wealth 
will thus flow through natural chan­ 
nels, making the people richer at the 
source of actual production. 
The 
eo-operatimi of 
national and 
state governments is essential in the I 
development of better highways. 
The i 
problem of cost, while largely falling j 
on local governments, can 
he made 
easier by wise federal laws 
Concerted 1 
action as to the employment of convict 
labor is another essential. 
They are I 
already using convict labor for road 
building in Southern states, but mainly 
short term prisoners only. 
Throughout tli«- nation penitentiaries 
are filled with able-bodied eonvmts. in 
many eases the.v are used in competi­ 
tion with outside fret labor, to tie hit­ 
ter's detriment.
